Now, llit'rfforc in exercise of the power conferred by sub-section (2) of section 
27 of the Insecticides Act, 1968 (46 of 1968), the Central Government hereby 
passes the following Orders, namely ;— 

(i) The use of Aldrin is phased out in India and the registration certi¬ 
ficate issued under the said Act shall stand cancelled with effect 
from the thirtj first December, 1993; 

(a) the use of Chlordane is prohibited m India and the registration certi¬ 
ficate issued under the said Act shall stand cancelled with immediate 
effect; 

(iii) the use of Heptachlor is prohibited in India and the registration 
certificate stand cancelled with immediate effect,
